It was found that drilling incressed
the yield of spring wheat 7.4 bushels
an sore, Io other words, drilling in-
croased the reveune $0.18 an aore
when wheat is worth about 70 ceats.
Bhounld wheat continue to rise in prioe,
the inorenss in yield on u fairly large
acreage not only wounld puy fur n 875
drill but would uet & good prifit on
the investment,

PAYS TO ROLL WHEAT

In view of the [act that the Nebras-
ka experiment station has found that
rolling wheat increases the yield over
five bushels an sore when roots are
exposed thm surface oracking, farmers
are oonsidering this u profltable prae:
tice this spring, The experimont sta-
vion has found that burrowiog after
rolling was not as good s rolling nloue
and rolling alone may profitably be
done after the the frost is out,

The county angrienltural ageuis have
found but little difference in yield
whete spring raine have been regular
and timely enough to puck the soil
and preveat checking. Where the
ground is dry and surface left checked
and no timely raios have come to pack
the soil, however, the nsunl increase
in yield has followed from rolling,
The agronomists caution agninst roll-
ing ground when it is wet, 1I the soil
indry, rolling aide in forming s sur
face mulech and does not sompact the
surface,

head fish, 13,000; sunfish, 1,600; and
rock bass, 3,000, [tiscited in the
report that the Crystal lake pre-
gserve is one of the best patronized
and most modern in Nebraska, A
Phuu;gmph or two showing a day's

licenses and fish in the two yvears in
Dakota county are apportioned in
these amounts;  Fishing licenses,
